Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  and  cost 
of  Swabs  is  provided  free  of  charge  for  the  poorer  patients.

Ambulance  for  Von -~ inf’ e c 1 1 o u s cases  only. 

(c)  Nursing  in  the  _JHome . There  are  three  district  Nurses  employed  by 
the  ’Nursing  Ass oci a ti on s at  Defynock,  Talybont,  and  Llangorse. 

No  facilities  are  available  for  the  nursing  of  infectious 
diseases  other  than  the  District  Nurses. 

( d ) Cl_inics_  and  Tr  eatment  Cent  res,  including  Clinics  solely  for 
diagnosis  or  consultation A Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre 
meets  at  Brecon  on  the  third  Friday  monthly. 

(e)  Hospitals . - There  are  no  hospitals  situated  within  the  area  but 
arrangements  are  being  made  to  reserve  a number  of  beds  lor  in- 
fectious diseases  cases  at  the  Mardy  Isolation  Hospital,  Merthyr 
Tydfil . 

(f)  Local  Government  Act.  1929.-  Administered  by  County  Council. 

(g)  Poor  Law  Medical  Out  Relief.-  Administered  by  County  Council 
through  Public  Assistance  Officers. 

( h ) Institutional  Provision  for  the  care  of  Mental  -Defectives L - 

Administered  by  County  Council.  ""Female  patients  are  cartel 
for  at  the  Pantglas  Hall,  Carmarthenshire,  and  Males  at  Forden 
Institution,  Montgomeryshire,  and  elsewhere. 
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(i)  Midwifery  and  Maternity  Services.-  Each  District  Nurse  is  also 
the 'midwife’  in  her  area,  and  the  district  is  also  covered  by- 
two  private  midwives. 

(j)  Institutional  Provision  for  Mothers  or  Children,-  No  provision 
is  made  for  such  cases. 

(k)  Health  Visiting. - This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  County  Council 
by  their  Whole  Time  and  Part  Time  Health  Visitors,  the  Part  Time 
Health  Visitors  being  also  the  District  Nurses.

(m)  Orthopaedic  Treatment . - The  County  Council  undertake  such  treat- 
ment ’'and  have"  "the  services  of  a Whole  Time  Orthopaedic  Sister  and 
a Part  Time  Orthopaedic  Surgeon  who  visits  the  County  Centres 
four  times  yearly.

So  far  no  sewers  have  been 
provided  at  the  villages  of  Talybont  and  Llangorse,  other  than  a 
septic  tank  for  the  cottages  at  Maesmawr,  Talybont.
